County board 
ramps up efforts 


to get ball fields 
at sports complex

If you build it - they will come. 
The Crawford County 
Commissions is following that linc from 
the movie “Fields of Dreams” by planning 
to build two baseball fields at the Crawford 
County Sports Complex this year, County 
officials hope to spend up to $725,000 on 
development of the sports complex 
grounds, which were the former Crawford 


County Fairgrounds, with the assistance of 


Michigan Department of Natural Resources 
and Environment grants. 

The county board agreed to. spend 
$150,000 this year to build two junior 
league fields for the Grayling Little League 
Fields to move them from their current site 
on North Down River Road. The Grayling's 
Lite League MclIsaac field, which 1s used 
for girls softball play, is already located on 
the Sports Complex property. The fields 
will not be ready for play until the 2011 
Grayling Littke League season. 

Little League officials have concerns 
with kids riding their bikes on the busy 
thoroughfare into the town, balls leaving 
the playing field and going into the road, 
traffic and a lack of parking. The fields are 
also located on a former dumpsite and 
chunks of glass often come up to the sur- 
face. 

“The initial hope of Lite League is to 
move fields from North Down River Road 
out to sports complex sooner rather than 
later,’ said County Commissioner Mike 
Lange, who sits on a committee that over-

Grayling City Manager 
arrested for financial 
reports issue

Common municipal budgeting practices 
or cooking the books? Suspended Grayling 
City Manager David A. Thayer was arrest- 
ed on another misdemeanor charge last 
week. 

Crawford County Undersheriff Shawn 
Kraycs arrested Thayer on Thursday, 
March 25, for a charge of public officers- 
making false statements relating to 
finances. Thayer faces up to 90 days in jail 
and a $500 fine, if convicted. 

Grayling City Police Chict Doug Baum, 
who is serving as acting city manager, was 
the complaining witness for the case. 
~ At the Grayling City Council meeting on 
Monday, Baum said he discovered that the 
city's general ledger and monthly income 
statements used by the city contained a dif- 
ferent set of numbers. 

Baum, who was hired as police chief in 
January 2009, said he was not aware of 
monthly income statements being used. 

“Tt was not aware of those being different 
numbers than the general ledger,” he satd. 

Thayer said municipalities use a monthly 
income statement to track expenses over 
the course of a year. Actual expenses and 
revenues are recorded in the general ledger 
for the day-to-day business of the city. But 
the monthly mcame statements are prorated 
over 12 months to ensure that there are 
enough revenues to cover expenses. Thayer 
said tie process is called “smoothing” and 
is used to show city council members and 
department heads the overall financial pic- 
ture so they don’t get a false sense of sur- 
plus revenues. 

“H you have other kinds of expenses or 
other shortfalls going on it's nol skewed and 
there are no spikes,” Thayer said. 

Thayer said he used a monthly income 
statement in Oakland County and = the 
Village of Lexington. He said he brought 
the practice to Grayling when he was hired 
four years ago, and received accolades from 
city council members because they no 
longer had to hunt and peck to figure on 
cily financial matters.

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Tasks tackled for artisan village project

A group of volunteers 
aimed at creating an artisan 
village in downtown 
Grayling has already accom- 
plished a host of tasks for the 
project. 

A progress meeting for 
Grayling’s artisan village 
project was held = on 
Wednesday, March 24 at the 
Ramada Inn Grayling. 

In March, Dr. Thomas 
Quinn, the president of 
Kirtland Community 
College, asked seven teams 
to address 24 tasks for the 
artisan village — project. 
Quinn, community and gov- 
ernmental leaders have been 
working on the project over 
the last year. 

Charlotte Bloomquist, a 
member of the capitol com- 
mittee, said the team deter- 
mined it needs a short-term 
and long-term business plan 
before it proceeds with fund- 
raising projects. She added 
the team may try to recruita 
student working to earn as 
master's in business adminis- 
tration degree to work on the 
business plans, 

“That's really where we 
need to go, especially for our 
long-term goals,” Bloomquist 
said. 

Gailia Gilliland, captain 
for the business recruitment 
team and director for the 
Crawford County Economic 
Development Partnership, 
said the team is working on 
inventorying empty store- 
fronts, recruiting new busi- 
ness and identifying financ- 
ing for new and existing busi- 
nesses. 


Dave Jansen, another 
member of the business 


recruitment team, said acting 
on recommendations from 
the Michigan Economic 
Development Corporation 
would help with the artisan 
village project. Some of 
those recommendations 
include attracting businesses 
‘such as a wine and cheese 
shop, an art. supplies store 


> 
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Jansen said the 1-75 
Business Loop reconstruc- 
tion project done last year, 
and Michigan Avenue 
streetscape project, complet- 
ed in 2008, will help with 
business recruitment. 

“I'm really glad thal the 


city and MDOT tore up and 
rebuilt the infrastructure last 
year so we can now build on 
that,” Jansen said. 

Elaine Luckstead, a mem- 
ber of the community 
enhancement committee, said 
a group of volunteers could 
offer to paint empty business, 
clean windows and remove 
old circus promotional 
posters. 

“It's not attractive to peo- 
ple to come into town and see 
things left that way,” said 
Luckstead, who added that 


, the community has architec- 


tural renderings for a spruced 
up downtown. 

In the same vain, Cheryl 
Melroy, said volunteers need 
to work with Grayling’s 
Department of Public Works 
to beautify the I-75 Business 
Loop and corridor. Melroy 
added that Chad Beckett, 
director of the Department of 
Public Works, welcomed the 
help. There are plans to move 
some shrubs and trees that 
have not survived in recent 
years because of road salting 
to melt ice. 

“We can do something that 
is natural that is still beauti- 
ful?’ Melroy said. 

Terry Dickinson, captain 
for the talent recruitment 
committee, said he has 
received a list of members 
from the Northwoods 
Carving Club based in 
Gaylord and the Northern 
Michigan Art Guild. He said 
there are about 100 in both 
organizations. 

Quinn said that number 
would help go toward 450 
artists, who will demonstrate 
their talents, teach classes 
and sell their wares in a huge 
art gallery planned as a focal 
point for the artisan village. 

Dickinson said the artists 
need to know when events 
and festivals are planned to 
they can get their creative 
juices Nowing and produce 
their work. 

“We really need lo get peo- 
ple on the ball to get their

lic,” DickinSon‘said.® 
Nancy Davis, leader for the 


‘celebration committee, which 


will recognize successes and 
bestow awards for the artisan 
village initiative, said block 
parties could be held where 
artists, musicians and dancers 
would entertain the public.

“We could have everyone 
from, the little ones on up,” 
she said. 

Davis added that the 
Crawford County Library 
System and Camp Grayling 
could help with projects, She 
also pitched having canoe 
liveries work together on an 
art on the rive type of event. 
Finally, Davis said people 
could write, draw, paint and 
sculpt in an art in the park 
event and highlight their cre- 
ations at the end of the day. 

Dr. Tom Rosi, captain of 
the community enhancement 
committee, discussed moving 
the Grayling Farm Market to 
the AuSable River Park. He 
said changing the farm mar- 
ket to a different day, expand- 
ing hours and dovetailing art 
shows and demonstrations 
with the market. 

Tom Wellman, farm master 
for the Grayling Farm 
Market, said he would need 
at least a year to recruit farm- 
ers to commit to a different 
day and different hours. 

“To get a farmers market, 
you have to work with the 
farmers,’ Wellman _ said. 
“They pick up and go to 
Gaylord the next day or pick 
up and go to Traverse City.” 

Rosi also floated the idea 
of putting a millage on the 
ballot to support the artisan 
village project and give 
downtown facades a facelift. 

“It is a lot of work and it 
take a lot of community sup- 
port, but it may be done,” 
Rosi said. 

Dave Stephenson, chair- 
man of the Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners, 
said he did not think it was 
plausible to have place a 
funding proposal on a county 
ballot this year. Voters will 
already be asked to renew a 
millage for the Crawford 
County Sheriff's Office 24- 
hour road patrol. 

“If we put too much on the 
board, we're liable to lose it 
all, so we've got to focus on 
what we've got,” Stephenson 
said.

said signs and murals could 
be placed around the commu- 
nity to point toward artisan 
village location.

area attractions and quiet 
sports areas such as canoe- 
ing, trout fishing, cycling and 
cross-country skiing. 

“The artisan village will 
compliment the things we've 
already got going for us in 
Grayling,” Diment said. 

Diment added that large 
signs could be placed or bill- 
boards could be leased to 
promote the artisan village 
along M-72, Old U.S. 27 and 
I-75. 

“We want to hit people 
right off the (Mackinac) 
Bridge so will come to 
Grayling rather than places 
like Gaylord and other places 
like that,” Diment said. 

Bernadine Dosch, captain 
for the education develop- 
ment committee, said the 
group has discussed eco- 
tourism events and promot- 
ing watercolor and yoga 
classed conducted at the 
Brickery. The group has also 
approached the Grayling 
High School fine arts class 
for art displays and demon- 
stration and will work with 
Kirtland Community College 
on brining art and general 
education classes to 
Grayling. 

Kay Cosgray, another 
member of the education 
committee, said they have 
discusses training employees 
at service based businesses 
such as gas station and 
restaurants and motels. She 
said one of the ideas would 
involve employees wearing 
pins that would engage cus- 
tomers to discuss community 
events and artisan village 
activities. 

Quinn said wood carving 
classes are scheduled to take 
place in Grayling in July. 
Jewelry making classes are 
slated to take place on Sept. 
24-25.

“At the end of the year, 
when you reconcile your 
budget by making adjust- 
ments, if you haven't been 
managing your budget over 
the course of the year, you 
can't cut your budget because 
it’s too late,” Thayer said. 

Thayer said he could not 
fathom why he is being 
charged tor allegedly provid- 
ing false financial statements 
because others don't under- 
stand the management tool. 
He added that the city has 
received the most favorable 
opinion for its annual audits 
over the last three years. 

“At this late date, to say 
they don't understand the 
budget, makes no sense to 
me,” he said, “And for them, 
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to pursuc this as criminal 
matter, boggles my mind.” 


Grayling City 
Treasurer/Income Tax 
Administrator Terry 


McGregor on Monday said 
she wanted to dispel rumors 
that there is a second set of 
books used by city officials. 

Thayer is currently on paid 
administrative leave while he 
faces charges for allegedly 
violating the State's Social 
Security Privacy Act. 

Baum hired Gaylord 
Attorney Mike Edwards to 
serve as the cify attorney 
since Gerard Brabant is serv- 
ing at the attorney for Thayer 
in the Social Security Privacy 
Act case. Last Thursday, 
Brabant resigned from his 
posiion as the city attorney, 


saying he could not morally 
or ethically represent the city 
because of the actions taken 
against Thayer. 

Baum said Edwards direct- 
ed him to turn the informa- 
tion regarding city finances 
over to the Crawford County 
Sheriff's Office. 

Kraycs said the law, which 
is commonly used in embez- 
zlement cases, is clear and 
proper information trom the 
city's general ledger needs to 
be provided to public offi- 
clals and citizens when it is 
requested. 

“The law ts very simple — 
your budget has to be the 


general ledger, not some 
other set of numbers,” Kraycs

Burmeister heard an addi- 
tional five and a half hours 
of testimony in an eviden- 
tiary hearing on Monday to 
determine the ultimate fate 
of Shelby and Riley, a pair 
of pit bulls owned by Dawn 
and Ken Minard. The dogs 
have been held at the 
AuSable Valley Animal 
Shelter for the last year and 
a half, 

The Minards received 
civil infractions for an inci- 
dent that took place with 
their pit bulls on July 18, 
2008. James Vernon 
Gardiner, who lives near the 
Sherwood Forest subdivi- 
sion, was riding his moun- 
tain bike south from Pollack 
Bridge Road. Gardiner left 
the roadway at the intersec- 
tion of Tomahawk Trail and 
Little John Avenue and 
turned to travel on a dirt 
trail, which runs parallel to 
the railroad tracks. Gardiner 
said the two dogs aggres- 
sively approached him bark- 
ing. He sprayed a water bot- 
tle at the dogs, put his bike 
in front of him as a shield 
and eventually fended them 
off with a stick as he backed 
into a yard of a nearby home 
before their owner called for 
the dogs. Gardiner said he 
was honestly afraid that he 
was going to be chewed up 
or bitten by the dogs and felt 
extremely fortunate that he 
was not hurt in the incident. 

The Minards paid $275 in 


civil infraction fines for tick- 
ets issued by Crawford 
County Animal Control 
Officer Gail Foguth. 

On Nov. 26, 2008, the 
Minards were summoned 
into court for a show cause 
hearing to determine why 
the dogs should not be con- 
sidered dangerous and euth- 
anized. 

Burmeister determined 
the dogs were dangerous 
animals. He ordered Foguth 
to seize the dogs and put 


them in the AuSable Valley . 


Animal Shelter. The initial 
date to euthanize the animals 
was set for Dec. 18, 2008. 

Burmeister issued a stay 
on the court order to eutha- 
nize the pair of Staffordshire 
Terriers on Jan. 7, 2009, 
after the Minards appealed 
the case in Crawford County 
Circuit Court. 

46th Circuit Trial Court 
Judge Dennis F. Murphy 
vacated the euthanasia order 
on Oct. 5, 2009. 

Dr. Maria Iliopoulou, a 
Lansing area veterinarian, 
evaluated Shelby and Riley 
on Jan. 14. She said she 
expected to see “crazed 
dogs” since they have been 
at the shelter for so long. 

“This is a very stressful 
situation for any dog,” she 
sald. 

Iliopoulou specializes in 
evaluating pit bulls. She said 
she has evaluated about 50 
pit bulls and recommended 
that 13 be put down, 

After putting Shelby and 


Riley through a battery of 


tests, Hiopoulou said she had 
no problem recommending 
the dogs be returned to the 
Minards. Her recommenda- 


tions are based on the dogs 
receiving additional training 
and ensuring they never get 
lose again. 

Iliopoulou, however, said 
that is not possible to gauge 
if the dogs will be aggres- 
sive in the future. 

“Me or anyone else can 
only make as estimated 
guess,’ she said. “No one 
can predict the future.” 

Toan Chung, an attorney 
for Todd Nye and Associates 
who represented Crawford 
County in the case, argued 
that tests done in January 
will not indicate if the dogs 
are likely to cause serious 
injury or death in the future. 
He called the testing used 
“voodoo science” since it 
was not backed up by scien- 
tific or academic research, 

“We don't look at the here 
and now - we look at the 
future,” Chung said. 

As previously stated in the 
case, Burmeister said that a 
dog could be considered 


dangerous if they are 
molesting a person. He 
noted the incident with 


Gardiner stretched over a 10 
to 15 minute period, and one 
dog ‘circled around him as he 
tried to fend off the other 
dog. 

“T don't have to have a bite 
or blood on the ground for 
there to be an attack,” 
Burmeister said. 

Richard C. Angelo Jr. is 
the attorney now represent- 
ing the Minards in the case. 
Angelo specializes in han- 
dling cases involving dan- 
gerous animals, cases that 
are breed specific, including 
pit bulls, and is appointed to 
the animal Jaw section of the 


Michigan State Bar. 

Angelo said the tests used 
to evaluate Shelby and Riley 
are commonly used at shel- 
ters across the state. 

While questioning 
Foguth, Angelo raised ‘the 
possibility of bias against 
the Minards. Foguth said she 
received a complaint about 
another dog named Hope, 
who bit a dog and threatened 
a man walking by the 
Minard's home. Foguth said 
that case was not pursued as 
the case against Shelby and 
Riley was pending. 

Chung objected to that 
argument, 

“From my perspective, 
he’s trying to start the first 
trial all over,’ Chung said. 

In his closing argument, 
Angelo argued that emotions 
run high in cases involving 
animals. He said those 
motions could easily be 
removed from the matter 
since the Minards have built 
a secure shelter, will seek 
additional training for the 
dogs and other safeguards 
will be put in place. 

The Minards and Angelo 
vowed to appeal the case if 
Burmeister rujes to put them 
down. ;

Fund grant. The grant 


awarded through the fund, 
which is used to help com- 
munities develop recreation- 
al projects, can be up to 
$225,000. 

Money for the match 
would come from the eco- 
nomic development fund, if 
the county is successful in 
netting the grant. County 
officials said the economic 
development was being 
used to help downtown 
business owners — with 
facades facelifts. Little 
interest, however, has been 
shown in the program and 
one business owner who 
received funds is in foreclo- 
sure and the loan is in for- 
feiture, 

County officials believe 
that using the economic 
development fund for devel-

Attorney general is a busy man 


Bill McCollum in Florida also is 
running for governor this year. So 
is South Carolina AG Henry 
McMaster. 

Their legal challenge to the new 
health care package, promoted and 
promised by President Barack 
Obama and other Democrats, is a 
natural vehicle for continued parti- 
san warfare = for — ambitious 
Republicans, which seems to be 
continuing on the state level. 

Gov. Jennifer Granholm and 
other Democrats have indicated 
Mr. Cox may be out of line in 
putting Michigan into the anti- 
health care corner, claiming most 
Michigan members of both House 
and Senate supported the new law, 
and they accurately reflect the 
views of most Michiganians. 

However, the role of attorney 
general in) Michigan historically 
has provided a wide swath to seck 
{o protect and promote the welfare 
of Michigan citizens however 
he/she may interpret it. 

When the offices of governor 


and attorney general are in oppos- 
ing partisan hands, as they are with 
Mr. Cox and Ms. Granholm and 
have been frequently during the 
last half-century, the Michigan 


record generally has been one of 


accommodation rather than con- 
flict, in a sort of live-and-let-live 
relationship, much the same way 
as have Ms. Granholm as governor 
and Mr. Cox as attorney general. 

MIKE COX ALSO has taken the 
lead role in another headline- 
catching lawsuit, seeking to halt 
invasion into Michigan waters by 
Asian carp, which have been 
steadily moving up the Mississippi 
River and ever closer to severely 
damaging the Great Lakes, 

So far legal efforts by Michigan 
and most of our Great Lakes 
neighbors have not met success, 
but Mr. Cox has promised to con- 
tinue the good fight against Asian 
carp. Michigan interests in. this 
case are clear, regardless of possi- 
ble political advantage for Mr. 


Cox's political hopes. 

That Mr. Cox might benefit 
from the challenge to the red-hot 
political issue of health care in fur- 
therance of his personal political 
ambition may simply be fortu- 
itous, or it may be by design, or it 
may be expression of a genuine 
concern for Michigan citizens, 
Among Republican voters in the 
August primary, it probably will 
be a political asset. 

The attorney general usually 
considers the job as the people’s 
lawyer, and that’s what it is. 

If while pursuing this role, the 
attorney general racks up some 
positive political points, too, that’s 


just the way itis. 


And in some cases, if could 
work the other way, too.

Making government work 
for small business owners 


Across Michigan and the nation, our 
sinall businesses are struggling under a 
dual burden. The economic downturn that 
has cut into demand for goods and ser- 
vices would be quite enough to contend 
with. But even businesses with willing 
customers and demand for their products 
face another challenge: lack of access to 
credit. Pm hopeful that Congress will act 
soon on legislation | beleve could help 
make capital more available. 

The difficulty of finding bank financing 
is both a symptom and a cause of Our eco- 
nonic troubles. The erisis that nearly top- 
pled our economy in fate 2008 and early 
2009 was largely the result of a shutdown 
in Jending by banks worrted that they 
would be overwhelmed by bad loans. And 
as the lack of available credit rippled 
through the economy, it hit more bust- 
nesses, cost them more customers, forced 
them to lay off more workers, and slowed 
economic activity even more, making 
banks all the more reluctant to lend and 
setting off a downward spiral. 

The search for solutions to these prob- 
lems has been intense, and we've taken 
some steps 1n Congress to alleviate them, 
including acting to reduce Small Business 
Administration lending fees, increasing 
the dollar amount of those loans the gov- 
ernment would guarantee, and offering 
short-term loans to businesses facing 
immediate financial hardship. But it has- 
nt been enough, 

In May. | told members of the Senate 
Small Business and Entrepreneurship 
Committee, on which [ serve, of just one 
Michigan example of the problem: A 
small manufacturer based tn the Thumb, 
The company’s longtime bank lender told 
the company it could not renew the firm's 
five-year loan, instead offering 90-day 
renewals at a much higher interest rate, 
The company, with 77 workers and [50 
customers, sought a loan elsewhere, but 
other banks - 28 of them ~ rejected its 
application. That story can be repeated 
100 times throughout the state. 

Convinced of the need to do more, I 
recently co-sponsored the Small Business 
Access to Capital Act offered by Sen. 
Mary Landricu of Louisiana, who chairs 
the Small Business Committee. Sen. 
Landricu’s legislation, which would 
implement several small-business propos- 
als that President Obama has put forward, 
would increase size limits on several SBA 
programs that guarantee Joans to smail 
businesses. That’s especially important to 
capital-intensive businesses such as 
Michigan’s small manufacturers, who 


often find the current limits on SBA loan 
guarantees prevent them from finding the 
capital they need to invest and create new 
jobs. 

In announcing his proposals, the presi- 
dent made clear that while the American 
Recovery and Reinvestment Act has pro- 
vided important help to small businesses, 
we have much work lett to do. “There's 
still too litle credit flowing to our small 
businesses.” the president said. “There's 
sull too many entrepreneurs who can't get 
the loans they need to open up their doors 
and start hiring, There’s still too many 
who are struggling to make payroll and to 
slay open. And there's still too many suc- 
small businesses that want to 
expand further and hire more but just 
don't have the capital to do it.” 

The most significant provision in the 
legislauion, especially in Michigan, ts the 
increase in Joan caps on SBA's biggest 
lending programs, The 7(a) Joan program, 
SBA’s largest, now caps Joans at $2 mil- 
hon: the proposed bill would increase that 
to $5 million, The loan cap on the 504 
loan program, which makes Joans for real 
estate and other fixed assets, would rise 
from $2 million to $5 million for most 
borrowers, and to $5.5 million for manu- 
facturers, 

These enhancements to the SBA pro- 
gram are critical to many small business- 
es, including our state’s manufacturers, 
Given the large investments in plants and 
equipment that even small manufacturers 
must make, access (0 capital 1s essential. 
But businesses such as auto parts manu- 
facturers have traditronally been locked 
out of the SBA loan program due to lower 
loan caps. By raising the amount that 
these businesses can borrow through the 
program, more small businesses will be 
able to finance the equipment, raw mate- 
rials, and staffing (hat they need to sur- 
vive and thrive, to protect the jobs they 
already provide, and to provide new ones.

directing Treasury Secretary Tim

ORV ORDINANCE 
No. 0520090RV 


An ordinance adopted for the purpose of authorizing and regulating the operation of Off 
Road Vehicles (ORVs) on roads in Crawford County, and for the purpose of providing 
penalties for the violation thereof, and for the distribution of public funds resulting from 
those penalties pursuant to 2008 PA 240, MCL 324.81131. 


THE COUNTY OF CRAWFORD ORDAINS: 
Sec. 1 As uSed in this ordinance, the following definitions shall apply: 
a) "County" means the County of Crawford. 


b) "Driver license" means an operator's or chauffeur's license or permit issued to an 
individual by the secretary of state under chapter II! of the Michigan vehicle code, 1949 
PA 300, MCL 257.301 to 257.329, for that individual to operate a vehicle, whether or not 
conditions are attached to the license or permit. 


c) “Far Right of the Maintained Portion of the Road” means the shoulder of the road 
which is improved by pavement , tar and chips, concrete, or other similar materials 
and means the extreme right of the open portion of the right of way when the roadway is 
not improved by pavement, tar and chips, concrete or other similar matenals. 


d) "Operate" means to ride in or on, and be in actual physical control of the operation 
of an ORV. 


e) "Operator" means a person who operates or is in actual physical control of the oper- 
ation of an ORV. 


f) "ORV" means a motor driven off road recreation vehicle capable of cross-country 
travel without benefit of a road or trail, on or immediately over land, snow, ice, marsh, 
swampland, or other natural terrain. ORV or vehicle includes, but is not limited to, a mul- 
titrack or multiwheel drive vehicle, an ATV, a motorcycle or related 2-wheel, 3-wheel, or 
4-wheel vehicle, an amphibious machine, a ground effect air cushion vehicle, or other 
means of transportation deriving motive power from a source other than muscle or wind. 
ORV however does not include a registered snowmobile, a farm vehicle being used for 
farming, a vehicle used for military, fire, emergency, or law enforcement purposes, a vehi- 
cle owned and operated by a utility company or an oil or gas company when performing 
maintenance on its facilities or on property over which it has an easement, a construc- 
tion or logging vehicle used in performance of it's common function, or a registered 

aircraft. 


g) "Road" means a county primary road or county focal road as described in section 5 
of 1951 PA 51, MCL 247.655. 


h) "Road Commission" means the Board of County Road Commissioners for the 
County of Crawford. 


i) "Safely certificate” means a certificate issued pursuant to 1994 PA 451 as amended, 
MCL 324. 81129, or a comparable ORV safety certificate issued under the authority of 
another state or a province of Canada." To obtain a safety certificate, the operator must 
take an ORV safety education course and pass the certification exam. Information on 
courses and scheduling can be obtained by calling the Department of Natural Resources 
at 517-373-1230 or by visiting the Recreation Safety Classes section of the Michigan 
“DNR website at www.dnr.state.mi.us/recnsearch/. 


j) “Shoulder” means that portion of a street or highway to the immediate right of the 
road surface while facing the direction of travel, which is not generally used for vehicular 
travel. 


Sec. 2 An ORV may be operated on the far right of the maintained portion of a road with- 
in the county with these exceptions: 


a). An ORV may not be operated on the road surface, roadway, shoulder or right- of- 
way of any State or Federal highway including but not limited to M-18, M-72, M-93, or I- 
75 or any other State or Federal highway in Crawford County. An ORV may not oper- 
ate within the limits of the City of Grayling unless the city council specifically permits such 
use. See attached Appendix A for availability of roads based upon individual municipali- 


ty. 


Sec. 3 Except as set forth herein or otherwise provided by law, an ORV meeting all of 
the following conditions may be operated on a road or street in the county: 


a) at a speed of no more than 25 miles per hour or a lower posted ORV speed limit. 

b) by a person not less than 12 years of age. 

c) with the flow of traffic. 

d) in a manner which does not interfere with traffic on the road or street. 

e) traveling single file except when overtaking and passing another ORV. 

f) when visibility is not substantially reduced due to weather conditions unless display- 
ing a lighted headlight and lighted taillight. 

g) 1/2 hour before sunrise until 1/2 after sunset unless displaying a lighted headlight 
and lighted taillight. 

h) while displaying a lighted headlight and lighted taillight at all hours beginning January 
1, 2010. 

i) while the operator and each passenger is wearing a crash helmet and protective eye- 
wear approved by the United States department of transportation unless the vehicle is 
equipped with a roof that meets or exceeds standards for a crash helmet and the opera- 
tor and each passenger is wearing a properly adjusted and fastened seat belt. 

}) with a throttle so designed that when the pressure used to advance the throttle is 
removed, the engine speed will immediately and automatically return to idle. 

k) while the ORV is equipped with a spark arrester type United States forest service 
approved muffler in good working order and in constant operation. 

1) pursuant to noise emission standards defined by law. 


Sec. 4 Aperson less than 16 years of age shall not operate an ORV on a road in the 
county unless the person is in possession of a valid driver's license or under the direct 
supervision of a parent or guardian and the person has in his or her possession an ORV 
safety certificate or a comparable ORV Safety Certificate issued under the authority of 
another state or province of Canada. 


Sec. 5 Unless a person possesses a valid drivers license, a person shall not operate an 
ORV on a road or street in the county if the ORV is registered as a motor vehicle and is 
either more than 60 inches wide or has three wheels. 


Sec 6. Camp Grayling Joint Maneuver Training Center is a military training base owned 
and operated by the Michigan National Guard Many of the counties primary and focal 
roads run through the military reservation. Frequently the military will close county roads 
to facilitate range live fire activities. When this occurs the road networks in the areas 
involved are closed by range gates. This is done for the safety of both civilian and mili- 
tary personnel. Under no circumstances are you allowed to go around these range gates. 
A road closed by a range gate is to be considered closed to ORV traffic inasmuch as any 
other road closed to ORV traffic. Violators are putting themselves in great danger of 
immediate bodily harm by munitions fired by the military. In addition to the danger 
involved in entering a live fire range area, Crawford County will impose any and ail fines 
and costs allowed by law in addition to the fines and costs contained in this ordinance. 
Camp Grayling routinely publish a range firing schedule in the Crawford County 
Avalanche, Additional information on Range Firing activities and restricted range areas 
may be obtained by cailing Camp Grayling Range Control at 989-344-6163. 


Sec. 7 In a court action in this state, if competent evidence demonstrates that a vehicle 
that is permitted to operate on a road or street pursuant to state law was in a collision with 
an ORV required to be operated on the far right of the maintained portion of the road or 
street pursuant to this ordinance, the operator of the ORV shall be considered prima facie 
negligent. 


Sec. 8 Any person who violates this ordinance is guilty of a municipal civil infraction and 
may be ordered to pay a civil fine of not more than $500.00 by a court of law. In addition, 
the court shall order the defendant to pay the cost of repairing any damage to the envi- 
ronment, a road or street, or public property damaged as a result of the violation. 


Sec. 9 The County Treasurer shall deposit all fines and damages collected under this 
ordinance into a fund to be designated as the ORV Fund. The County of Board of 
Commissioners shall appropriate revenue in the ORV Fund as follows: 


a) Fifty percent the Crawford County Road Commission or, in the case of a city or vil- 
lage, to the department responsible for street maintenance in the city or village, for repair- 
ing damage to roads or streets and the environment that may have been caused by 
ORV’s, and or for posting sign’s indicating ORV speed limits, or indicating whether roads 
are open or closed to the operation of ORVs. 


b) Fifty percent to the County Sheriff for ORV enforcement and training. 


Sec 10. The County shall maintain a master map of all roads under the jurisdiction of the 
Road Commission upon which shall be indicated those roads and parts or sections there- 
of upon which the operation of ORV's is permitted and prohibited pursuant to this 
Ordinance. The County shall make such master map available for interested groups or 
organizations to make copies for distribution to the general public, but shall have no obli- 
gation to make, or to assume any expense associated with the making of such copies. 


Sec. 11 This ordinance becomes effective upon publication in the local newspaper the 
Crawford County Avalanche.
